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New US-style diner set to 
open in old charity shop 


A TASTE of the USA could be on the 
way to town. 

Plans to transform a charity shop 
into an American diner are expected 
to be approved later this month. 

It is hoped that the restaurant, Route 
66, will spice up Haverhill High Street 
by enticing new retailers to join the 
ranks, as well as bringing new jobs to 
the town centre and boosting the local 
economy. 

Sam Clark got the idea for Route 66 
after realising that the town was lack¬ 
ing in independent restaurants. 

He said: “There aren’t too many 
independent places in the town. 

“It seems to be a busy high street, 
and Haverhill seems to be on the up as 
an area generally.” 

Mr Clark, who previously owned 
Cafe Zafferano in Saffron Walden, 
said the nearest American diner to 
Haverhill was in Braintree, Essex. 

He said: “There’s nothing really out 
there like it - it’s good to do something 
a bit different.” 

If approved, Mr Clark hopes that 
Route 66 will be open to cater for fes¬ 
tive shoppers before Christmas. 

The application has reportedly 
attracted the “informal” support of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, and 
has received no objection from 
Haverhill Town Council or 
Environmental Health. 

Will Austin, Haverhill Town Council 
clerk, said: “We are supportive of more 
commercial businesses on the high 
street.

“There are plenty of takeaways in the 
town centre, but we haven’t got many 
sit-down restaurants, so from that 
point of view it is a useful addition.” 

Town councillors noted that the pos¬ 
sible impact on the flats above the site 
should be taken into account, and said 
that parking restrictions must be 
obeyed by customers. 

It is proposed that some parking 
spaces in the High Street and Helions 
Walk car park will be used for the res¬ 
taurant, in accordance with local poli¬ 
cies. 

Parking on the high street is restrict¬ 
ed between 10am and 4pm. 

Mr Austin said: “Nobody will be able 
to park there during the day time. 

“If the restaurant has a takeaway 
facility, people tend to just park on the 
street.” 

The decision is due on November 15, 
at the latest.

Save our cottages 


Application to demolish two historic properties in the 
High Street and turn them into flats sparks anger 


HISTORIC cottages could be demol¬ 
ished to make way for flats. 

The decision to knock down the 
properties in Haverhill High Street is 
due to be made today, at a meeting of 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
Development Control Committee. 

Havebury Housing Partnership sub¬ 
mitted the application to re-develop 
the cottages into six flats, which would 
be next door to an office and a further 
seven flats. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: “The 
cottages are very old, and are believed 
to be the oldest buildings in the high 
street. 

“The architecture doesn’t look like 
anything special from the outstide, 
but they are quite rare specimens.” 

In their objection, the town council 
argued that Havebury’s design is not 
in keeping with the other properties in 
that part of the high street. 

They instead suggested that the cot¬ 
tages are refurbished and preserved. 

Councillors also raised concerns 
about the proposed number of park¬ 
ing spaces, which is less than the pro¬ 
posed number of flats. 

Mr Austin said: “We support the idea 
of using the buildings for residential 
dwellings - but we propose that the 
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existing buildings are used. 

“We are supportive of Havebury’s 
efforts in Haverhill, but we would like 
them to reconsider their proposal for 
the two cottages.” 

Local taxi driver Jason Crooks con¬ 
tacted English Heritage in July to try 
and get the buildings listed, but was 
unsuccessful. 

Mr Crooks, of Little Thurlow, said: 
“English Heritage stated the cottages 
were of ‘local historical significance’. 
They also say if more information 
comes to light regarding the cottages 
they would be happy for a new listing 
application to go ahead.” 

A report from Suffolk County 
Council’s archaeological team 
revealed that the cottages date back to

at least the 1820’s. 

Mr Crooks said: “Our clay lump cot¬ 
tages are almost certainly the only 
ones in Haverhill. I find it very hard to 
understand that our borough council 
would even consider allowing an 
application to demolish these rare 
cottages.” 

County councillor Tony Brown, who 
represents Haverhill East and 
Kedington, has branded the plans “a 
giant slap in the face to the town from 
the St Edmundsbury planners”. 

He said: “The town is fighting tooth 
and nail to keep these buildings. The 
cottages should be repaired and 
restored - future generations of 
Haverhillians would be grateful if they 
are saved.” 

Havebury Housing is “committed to 
providing much needed affordable 
homes” and says that making the cot¬ 
tages into six new flats will aid this 
plan. 

Karen Mayhew, Chief Executive, 
said: “We are particularly short of 
town centre properties and this regen¬ 
eration project may encourage ten¬ 
ants who are currently under-occupy¬ 
ing larger homes to move. This will 
give us the chance to help other local 
families live in their own home.”

Forget false widows 
- meet cave spiders

ONE of Britain’s biggest spiders has 
been snapped in action. 

Keen wildlife photographer and 
Anglian Water works technician Adrian 
Hinchliffe spied the eight-legged beast 
in Great Wratting, near Haverhill. 

Mr Hinchliffe coaxed the creature 
into striking a pose for his camera. 

He said: “They are repelled by light 
and have to be in the dark, so they like 
our meter chambers, which are sunk 
into the ground. 

“Every now and then we have to 
inspect these chambers and lift the 
covers and see these rather large spi¬ 
ders. 

“You have to break through the webs 
and you can see the tear-shaped egg 
sacs hanging down. It can be a bit 
daunting.” 

The cave spiders, Meta bourneti, have 
since been found on several other 
Anglian Water sites including those in 
Long Melford and Steeple Bumpstead. 

They can reportedly grow to be 30mm 
in diameter, excluding the legs, making 
them some of the country’s largest spi¬ 
ders. 

Anglian Water’s biodiversity team, 
which works to manage sites with wild¬ 
life in mind, is delighted by the discov¬ 
ery. Steven Falk, entomologist at inver-

tebrate conservation charity Buglife, 
explained that the mysterious spiders 
are more widespread than expected, 
but do a good job of hiding in places 
where no one goes. 

He said: “Open up a manhole cover or 
go into a deep canal tunnel and there is 
a good chance you will see a cave spider 
or its suspended egg cocoon. 

“We are getting an increasing number 
of reports from water engineers in 
parts of Britain, many miles from 
caves. It makes you wonder how on 
earth they got there. 

“Fully grown ones have a leg span on 
a par with a big house spider, but they 
are more closely related to garden spi¬ 
ders and cannot run very fast. They are 
totally harmless and females can prob¬ 
ably live for several years.”

INCREASING numbers of your 
readers will be taking on care of 
loved ones - over half will be 
juggling paid work with unpaid 
care for loved ones. 

In particular we are seeing a rise 
in the number of working families 
supporting a loved one with 
dementia. 

They may not instantly identify 
themselves a ‘carer’. It might be 
they are helping Mum or Dad or 
an older relative with shopping, 
housework, medication or getting 
about. 

Help can start at a few hours a 
week, but need can also suddenly 
creep up and become difficult to 
manage, especially if families are 
living apart. 

Care for an older loved often 
comes at peak career age. Without 
the right support, the strain of 
caring for an elderly loved one and 
working, often alongside raising 
children, can force employees 
with valuable experience and skill 
out of the workforce. 

Carers UK’s research shows 2.3m 
people in the UK have given up 
work to. Businesses we are already 
working with tell the same story 
as the statistics - dementia care is

Robin Pilley chats to David Gold, co-chairman of West Ham 
United and chairman of the Ann Summers Group, about his 
various challenges in business, the rewards...and being 
surrounded by women 


I HOPE everyone is adjusting to the 
darker evenings now our summer 
seems to have come to an end, but at 
least the gloom surrounding our 
economy seems to be lifting a little. 
For this month’s column I am 
delighted to share with the Haverhill 
Weekly News readers an exclusive 
interview I enjoyed with Mr David 
Gold, co-chairman of West Ham United 
and chairman of the Ann Summers 
Group. 

Elaine Grubb, fellow Director of CXG 
and I visited him at the Ann Summers 
HQ, an impressive building in 


Godstone, Surrey, and David Gold’s PA, 
Jane Ritchie, gave us a tour of the 
offices. 

This tour reinforced in us how crucial 


staff are in building a business; they 
all seemed very passionate about their 
job and their roles in the company. 
There were many inspiring messages 


written by them on a special 
noticeboard, demonstrating how they 
help to build the iconic brand which is 
Ann Summers. 

Mr Gold has regular meetings with his 
senior staff in order to be kept up to 
date with the company’s performance, 
and as our interview overran we made 
him late for his next scheduled 
meeting that day. 

He was very kind and said they could 
wait a few minutes for him, which also 
demonstrated he gets his priorities 
right! 

In the picture below Mr Gold is holding 


a specially inscribed antique shoehorn 
we presented to him to mark the 
occasion. 

After previous conversations with Mr 
Gold I was aware this would take him 
back to his roots when he was a small 
boy, as he used a similar one to repair 
his ‘blakey’ shoes and to hammer the 
studs on to his football boots. 

It just goes to show that from humble 
beginnings anyone with drive and 
determination can make it into the 
premier league of business. 

I hope the following interview will give 
you some inspiration. 


So the first question I’d like to ask is what are 
the biggest challenges you’ve faced in build¬ 
ing West Ham and Ann Summers? They’re 
obviously different types of businesses but is 
there symmetry between the challenges 
you’ve faced in them? 

No, they’re completely different. We had to 
build Ann Summers but we didn’t build West 
Ham. What we did at West Ham was to save it 
from administration which is a bit different 
from building it. 

The foundation was already in place, togeth¬ 
er with the fan base which was strong and pas¬ 
sionate. Indeed it was the cornerstone of the 
institution which is West Ham. 

We merely became the custodian of this great 
club. Building Ann Summers, on the other 
hand, started with an idea and we built that 
idea into a business, so it’s two different ideol¬ 
ogies. 

A lot of people say that you’re either born 
with entrepreneurial spirit or you’re not but 
was there a eureka moment when you thought 
I want to run my own business? 

No, I think entrepreneurs emerge. I don’t 
think they’re born, I think it’s in all of us in dif¬ 
ferent degrees. 

There are some people who have a great pas¬ 
sion to be an entrepreneur, and by that I mean 
they want to work for themselves, they don’t 
want to work for anyone else. 

Entrepreneurism isn’t for everybody; you can 
still be hugely successful without running your 
own business. One of the most successful peo¬ 
ple I know comes to work, earns 25k a year, 
starts at 9am and finishes at 5:30pm. If you ask 
him to stay on for 10 minutes to help out he 
can’t because he wants to get home to his 
lovely wife and children. 

He is the happiest man on the planet. He will 
tell you he’s successful so you can see there are 
different things that people regard as success. 
I have a passion for business, a passion for suc¬ 
cess, and a passion to win. 

Do you reward yourself after you’ve won? 

The physical reward of success is wealth. The 
person I referred to earlier measures his suc¬ 
cess as being able to do exactly what he wants 
to do, which is to spend time with his family. 
My measure of success is that my company 
will become richer, I therefore become richer 
which leads to material things enabling a more 
pleasurable life e.g . I have a helicopter which 
gives me huge pleasure. I wouldn’t be able to 
do that if I wasn’t successful with my business. 
Without the success of my business I would not 
have the ability to help my beloved football 
club. 



My reward is the freedom to be able to enjoy 
the fruits of my labour. The driver when you’re 
creating a business is not getting up thinking 
you’re going to make lots of money. The driver 
was, and still is, wanting to create and build 
something special and to leave a legacy, the 
money and success is just a consequence of the 
hard work that you have to put in to building a 
business. 

What are the best tips you can give for run¬ 
ning a successful business? What do you think 
it is that makes Ann Summers successful? 

Well there’s no magic bullet. I fear I’m going 
to give you the standard answers; one is hard 
work, you cannot be successful without dedi¬ 
cation. You’ve got to love your brand, whether 
its West Ham or Ann Summers and you’ve got 
to love the business. 

You’ve got to believe your brand is the best, 
and you have to get close to the people around 
you and encourage them to feel the same way. 
They’re not going to be as passionate as you 
but you can pass on the desire to succeed and 
aspiring to win is very important. 

Because of your daughters how supportive 


are you of women in business? Elaine (one of 
our director’s) has won a couple of awards but 
generally, especially in football, women aren’t 
well represented in the boardroom. So do you 
encourage that? Or is it something that you 
help out with? 

Well I’m the chairman of 6 businesses and 3 
of them have got Chief Executives that are 
women: Karren, Vanessa and Jacqueline. I’m 
open-minded and want the best person for the 
job whatever the gender, but while I agree that 
there has been a precedence over the years to 
employ men in the boardroom, I think that it is 
now almost a thing of the past. 

My boardroom at Ann Summers is practically 
all women; in fact I’m sure the men are now 
saying they want equal rights! 

So what are the qualities that women bring 
into business/the boardroom? 

They bring similar qualities to men but with 
that special feminine touch. If they’re not in 
the boardroom it’s because they can’t bring 
the quality regardless of whether they’re a man 
or a woman. 

I think it was former Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher who said “If you want something said 
ask a man, if you want something done, ask a 
woman.” 

Indeed just as in politics, it is the same in 
business; you have to have the courage to 
make difficult decisions and the ability to 
drive them through to a successful conclusion. 

So when did you realise that your daughters 
had a talent for business? 

Well they both joined the company really to 
earn pocket money 

Back then I was busy running the company 
and didn’t have time to realise this could be 
the new MD or CEO of the business. 

Maybe that was a mistake on my part; maybe 
I should have paid more attention and speeded 
up the process. They won the right to come 
into the boardroom with their managerial 
capability initially, but slowly and surely the 
cream rose to the top. 

Were they competitive with each other? 

No. In fact at times they were in two different 
parts of the building, working in different 
departments so they were never put in a com¬ 
petitive situation, they both emerged almost 
from different places but they both rose to the 
top and that was the key. 

It was a proud moment when I realised they 
were both something special but it was their 
hard work that got them to where they are. 
Obviously by having their dad as the owner it 
does help open doors for them but I think they 


would have been in this position even without 
me. 

If I wasn’t around and they had just come to 
work here they would still have been success¬ 
ful. As I was saying to you earlier they carry the 
same genes in a sense and inherited the desire 
to win and the passion to succeed. 

So do they have different individual quali¬ 
ties that they bring to the business? 

Yes they do complement each other and that’s 
why it’s great they are in one business as 
opposed to one working in another company 
One has a particular strength that the other 
doesn’t. 

We’ve all got weaknesses and it’s nice to know 
that my weaknesses are covered by somebody 
else’s strength. 

You need a well balanced team in business 
just as you do in football. It’s no use your 
striker scoring three goals if your defender is 
letting in four. In business it’s no good creating 
a £lmillion pound turnover if your outgoings 
are £2million - which is one lesson premier 
league chairmen are hopefully beginning to 
focus on. 

What’s your weakness?

Town could get 
200 new homes 


INDUSTRIAL land could be 
the answer to housing prob¬ 
lems as developers make a 
move. 

An application to build up 
to 200 homes in Haverhill on 
a site earmarked for business 
use is set to be entered by 
Carisbrooke Investments. 

Owner Nic Rumsey has 
revealed that the idea to 
change the use of the land, on 
Haverhill Business Park, has 
been prompted by a lack of 
industrial interest and a need 
for more homes. 

Carisbrooke has been trying 
to sell the land, on the east of 
Bumpstead Road, as part of 
the business park since 2007. 

Mr Rumsey said: “In light of 
the fact that no commercial 
tenants have come forward in 
the last six years and with 
government planning guid¬ 
ance encouraging sites such 
as this to be reviewed, we 
consider it appropriate to 
propose developing the land 
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with new homes, especially 
given the need that exists.” 

There is currently an over¬ 
supply of industrial land 
across the borough and in 
Haverhill itself - but there is 
not enough housing to meet 
the required five year supply. 

It is thought that by 2031 
there will be a demand for 79 
hectares of employment land 
- but as it stands there is a 
potential supply of 168 hec¬ 
tares. 

Mr Rumsey said: “As there is 
already existing infrastruc¬ 
ture in place, the much need¬ 
ed new homes could 
be easily and swiftly 
delivered and, with 
no significant costs 
associated with pre¬ 
paring the site, there 
are no viability con¬ 
straints either. 

“We consider that 


the development of this site 
with new homes is both logi¬ 
cal and needed at the present 
time. 

“It is hoped that an applica¬ 
tion will be ready for submis¬ 
sion shortly and we look for¬ 
ward to seeing the proposals 
move forward through the 
planning process.” 

Haverhill Town Council has 
so far given support to the 
initial plans, which are 
expected to offer up to 30 per 
cent of affordable housing. 
This would equate to 60 
homes. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
said: “It would be on a great 
site, with existing residen¬ 
tial provision in the 
area, and good links 
with the town cen¬ 
tre. We think, on 
the face of it, it’s a 
good arrangement 
for using that land 
for housing purpos-

Gravity (I2A, 91 mins) 

AS misfortune stacks upon 
tragedy in Alfonso Cuaron’s 
deep space survival thriller, the 
film’s stricken heroine greets 
her seemingly inevitable demise 
with deadpan humour. 

"I hate space/' she sighs, 
resigned to her terrifying fate. 

We hate it too by the heart¬ 
breaking conclusion of Gravity, 
which puts its lead character 
through the physical and 
emotional wringer as she drifts 
through that inky void, which 
will become her tomb. 

Scripted by Cuaron and his 
son Jonas, the film is lean and 
runs to a sprightly 91 minutes, 
most of which will be spent 
marvelling at the virtuosity of 
the camerawork, editing and 
spectacular visual effects. 

Avatar and Life Of Pi may 
have pushed the boundaries 
of 3D but Gravity propels the 
format into another universe. 

It is a film that demands to be 


seen on the largest possible 
screen, preferably IMAX 3D, 
which gives the impression of 
floating with the astronauts as 
they face life-or-death choices. 

Cuaron opens in silence 
with the striking orb of planet 
earth slowly rotating like a 
sleeping giant. Gradually, the 
Space Shuttle Explorer comes 
into view, docked close to the 
Hubble Space Telescope. 

Commander Matt Kowalski 
(George Clooney), a veteran 
of the space program on 
his final mission, provides 
encouragement to fellow 
astronaut Shariff (Phaldut 
Sharma) and specialist Dr Ryan 
Stone (Sandra Bullock), who is 
in space for the first time. 

Out of the blue, Mission 
Control orders Kowalski to 
abort the mission and return 
to Explorer: a Russian missile 
strike on a defunct satellite has 
created a debris cloud that is 
heading straight towards the 


crew's current position. 

As Steven Price's orchestral 
score reaches a deafening 
crescendo, razor-sharp debris 
rips apart Explorer, killing Shariff 
and hurtling Stone through 
space. 

If Kowalski cannot locate 
Stone before her dwindling 
oxygen supply runs out then 
that silence will consume her. 

Gravity employs the latest 
ground-breaking technology to 
realise Cuaron's startling vision 
of one woman battling against 
the odds in the one place that 
no one can hear her whimper. 

The complexity of the 
Mexican director's vision, and 
the effortlessness with which he 
realises it, are jaw-dropping. 

Oscar-winner Bullock delivers 
a compelling lead performance 
which might be her finest 
to date, struggling to keep 
her emotions in check as she 
prepares to be reunited with her 
dead daughter.

Slug it out 

with invader 


IMAGINE a Britain without vegetable patches, al¬ 
lotments or beautiful flower beds, where garden¬ 
ers are unable to grow anything outside, knowing 
any plants will be ravaged by a foreign predator. 

This is, admittedly, a worst case scenario, but 
still not an impossible one, says scientist Dr Ian 
Bedford, head of entomology 
in the John Innes Centre in 
Norwich. He is leading a group 
of scientists in a project to 
monitor sightings of the Span¬ 
ish slug, Arion vulgaris, a par¬ 
ticularly aggressive and large 
slug (pictured) which breeds 
and eats at a faster rate than 
our native species and has so 
much slime on its body many 
native predators are put off. 

The scientists launched a 
website, slugwatch.co.uk, a 
couple of weeks ago, asking 
people to report sightings. Within 10 days, there 
had been 18,000 visitors to the site and more 
than 800 submissions, some reporting the Spanish 
slugs, Dr Bedford confirms. 

He says that the reports from the public may 
also give scientists an idea of whether 'Arion 
vulgaris' is breeding with native species to form 
a hybrid that combines the worst of the Spanish 


slug with the tolerance to frosts and cold from our 
own species. 

This year has generally been a bad year for slugs. 
Late spring frosts killed off a lot of them, but this 
may just be offsetting the plague that could fol¬ 
low - we need late spring frosts and early winters 
to kill off juvenile slugs to keep 
numbers down. 

Last year, however, was a 
different story as, following a 
mild spring and wet summer, 

Dr Bedford found Spanish slugs 
ravaging his own garden in 
Norfolk. 

"The only vegetables which 
survived the onslaught were 
parsnips," he recalls. "They 
attacked legumes, onions 
and chives. They ate broad 
beans, French beans and run¬ 
ner beans and were going to 
the top of the plants and eating them from the 
top downwards. I couldn't get carrots past early 
germination stage and the same with lettuces and 
beetroot. 

"All the potato foliage was eaten, although I did 
manage to harvest some potatoes, and the foliage 
of onions was also attacked, which resulted in 
very small onions."

He had evidence of Spanish slugs eating snails 
and even working their way through dog faeces 
and eating dead animals such as mice. 

Growing plants which slugs don't like may 
provide some solution for domestic gardeners, 
though. 

"The plants which don't seem to get attacked 
by slugs are the ones which have high levels of 
plant oils, such as rosemary, which has high levels 
of camphor, and lavender," says Dr Bedford. 

Other plants not favoured by slugs include azal¬ 
eas, pieris, geraniums, mature shrubs and conifers, 
although Dr Bedford points out that last year 
Spanish slugs ate his buddleia and rudbeckias. 

Contrary to reports, slug pellets will kill Spanish 
slugs but because of their voracious appetite they 
will eat a lot of slug pellets before they die, he 
notes. 

It's better to go on slug patrol early morning 
and at dusk, preferably after rain, as these huge 
slugs are highly visible, and pick them off before 


putting them into a bucket of water containing 
detergent which will cause them to sink, he ad¬ 
vises. Then dispose of them and bleach the bucket 
to kill off any bacteria. 

Winter digging may also help expose the eggs, 
which look like an off-white jelly about a quarter 
of the size of a pea. They are generally laid up 
to 5cm under the soil surface, or under logs and 
stones, or terracotta plant pots. 

Slugs are nothing new to gardeners nationwide. 
On average a UK garden is home to more than 
20,000 slugs and it is estimated that an acre of 
farmland can support more than 250,000 of the 
slippery creatures.
